At a news briefing in Durban the ANC said the discus- 
sion document had been drafted in terms of provisions 
contained in South Africa’s interim constitution.

universities and technikons; health services; housing; 
provincial public media and indigenous and customary 
law. 


It further proposed that local government, nature con- 
servation, language policy and policing matters be a 
provincial competence, subject to certain provisions in 
the national constitution. 


The ANC said residual powers should lie with the 
national parliament. 


The party’s proposals on the Zulu monarchy are that 
the king be the traditional monarch and ceremonial 
functionary of KwaZulu/Natal and that he plays a 
leading role with regard to traditional leaders in the 
province. Provision is also made for a royal council and 
for the king to be above party politics. 


"These provisions are subject to further consultation 
with the monarch and other interested parties," the ANC 
said. 


It proposed the establishment of a house of traditional 
leaders which could advise the legislature and executive 
council on traditional matters. Traditional leaders should 
not hold any other public office [passage omitted 
including indistinct portion] 


The discussion guide also said that Pietermaritzburg 
should be the capital of the province. 


"The province is a constituent and inseparable part of 
the Republic of South Africa and shall have a co- 
Operative relationship with the national government, 
other provincial governments and local governments," 
the document says.

It also proposed that Zulu, English and Afrikaans be the 
Official languages and that individuals reserved the right 
to receive instruction in the language of their choice. 


The ANC said KwaZulu/Natal should have a govern- 
ment of provincial unity until April 30, 1999, as is the 
position with the government of national unity. 


Regarding local government, the ANC said it should be 
“autonomous and within the limits provided by or under 
law, shall be entitled to regulate its affairs”. 


On finance and fiscal matters, the ANC said the province 
should be entitled to an equitable share of revenue 
collected nationally. 


"The province may raise taxes, levies and duties other 
than income tax, value added tax or general sales tax, 
and may impose surcharges on taxes if authorised by an 
Act of the national parliament." 


It also reserved the right of the province to impose 
taxes, levies and duties on casinos, gambling, wagering, 
lotteries and betting. 


"A provincial revenue fund is to be established into 
which all revenue and financial allocations made by the 
national government is to be paid. The legislature may 
decide on the appropriation of money in the provincial 
revenue fund." 


The ANC also proposed that a two-thirds majority be 
obtained to amend the provincial constitution. 


"It (the provincial constitution) must be certified by the 
Constitutional Court and must be revised, amended or 
repealed, where necessary, after the passing of the final 
constitution of the Republic of South Africa,” the ANC 
said.

The lease agreement was signed on behalf of the 
province by former provincial secretary and now 
Phosa’s special adviser Brian Shrosbree. 


THE STAR understands that there has been strong 
suspicion that the document emanated from the ANC’s 
provincial caucus. The existence of the document and 
the investigation have been confirmed to THE STAR 
by senior ANC officials, including national chairman 
Jacob Zuma and ANC provincial secretary-general Solly 
Zwane, who is also involved in the probe. 


Other allegations are that the millions of rands worth of 
renovations to the homes of senior Mpumalanga ANC 
members were financed out of the province’s budget 
of low-cost housing and that party officials, including 
Phosa, were living virtually rent free at Thekwane 
Estates, an area between Nelspruit and the township of 
KaN yamazane.
